in this city shipped £70,000 worth of egoods by
tiu¢ Hornet, on which there was no insurance,

The vessel be onged toSutton & Co 's Desputeh
Line, and is the flast ship lost ont of one huo-
dred and fiftywhich they havesento tduring the
past seven years, ‘Ihe vessel s lully insured,
aad with her cargo was valued at $400,000,

The fo'lowing telogram, receved from San
Fruncisco yesterday bv tne owners of the vessel,
glves some additiona]l purticulars ol  the
di-aster:—

American turret-ship that has visited the shores
ol Furope, ereated such an extraordinary degree
of iptercst during her recent visits to the
anchorages at Queenstown and Spithead, salled
from the latter roadstead early on Saturday
morning for Cherbourg, where she will remain
a short tlme open, as she hgs heen to uy, to the
admiration and criticism of our friends
aud allies across the Channel. From Cherbourg
